Ono of Bronnernan Bros.' Horses 


Expires Suddenly Near Chi- 


cago on Sunday. 


Sunday at noon Eli Brendeman WHS 


surprised to receive a telegram from Blue 
Island, 1C miles south of Chicago, con- 
eying tbe information thntPdi Delaney, 
the Anderson Wnkes pacing horse, was 
then in a dying condition and could not 
live. At two o'clock in the afternoon 
another telegram wag received stating 
that the horse had died. That was all 
that could be learned. There were no 
particulars, and none have since been re- 
ceived. D. W. Breuneaian, who is in

went down to Blue Island to look at him

Eli Brenneman 
and Driver Houston came to Deoatur 
Saturday and the horses were put ia the 
cars to be shipped to Joliet where they 
were entered for the contests this week. 
1'ivd or six horsemen hud charge of the 
horses.

"Pat wao our pet," eaid Mr. Brenne-

He 
bad started but throe times, bad taken a 
record of ^:1H'4', and had been a cloao 
second iu _:15'.|. Tho fact that he had 
shown us sensational speed caused us to 
bunk a great deal upon him m rnees to 
come."

Springfield Saturday afternoon the jury 
in the Newby case after being out nine- 
teen minutes returned a 
verdict of 


guilty. The city of Spnngtield never 
boi'ore held such an astonished public. 
Two days ngo a tmn connected with the 
proeecutior is said to have expressed a 
hope for a hung jury, intimating that 
this would be the most he conld i-xpect. 
The last speech for the defense was made 
by James B. Creighton of Fairn'eld, and 
United States District Attorney Shutt 
closed for tbe prosecution before noon. 
At 1:150 o'clock p. m court re-convsned 
and tha case was given to the jury. 
Whether or not there is anything in the 
theory that i'« was a prearranged politi 
oal affair, the public will be left to judge. 
The jury had not time even to read the 
judge's instructions, to say nothing of 
time to ballot afterward. Not a half 
dozen people in Springfield have been 
found that expected such a verdict or 
that are able to understand, according to 
the evidence, how it wa-i reached. No 
one Hocuses Attorney Shutt of selecting 
a jury favorable to his side of the case, 
but remarks are frequent on the street 
that he is a man of long experience in 
that line, HB that was a part ot his busi- 
ness in the firm with which he bus been 
connected for mnuy yeais, Bed that he is 
BU expert. It would appear that not a 
line of the testimony was examined, and 
that even the instructions of the judge 
were not read.

The Damlsa of a Widely Known 


and Very Curious 


Character.

The "Immortal J. N." is dead. 
This 


will be sad news to the people of this 
vicinity, where this peculiar character 
was well known, 
He died on Monday, 


July 17, at Wheeling, W. Va., without 
having "removed the pressure," as he 
was always claiming to do, and thus 
ends the career of one of the moat noted 
wanderers ia the country. 
He was past 


65 years of age. 
During the war 


his mind became unsettled and since then 
he has traveled around from state to state 
and town to town under the impression 
that he had powers which no other man 
possessed, and tLis was probably true in 
some respects. 
So far as is known he 


never paid railroad fare, but rode on the 
best and fastest trains. 
He had power 


enough over the railroiid managera, and 
'rom fear of having him "keep the pres- 
sure on," the conductors never insulted 
him by asking him for his fare. He never 
paid hotel bills, tor he did not believe in 
it, but he did believe in stopping at the 
best and si ways did so. When C/'ol. Saye 
first took charge of the Darter House,"J. 
N." wos arnocg the list of guests. 
He 


remained n day or EO, and bade tae 
Colonel adieu, without mentioning his 
bill, Tue colonel not knowing him, spoke 
of it, however, whereupon "J. N." told 
him that he was going about the country 
in a noble work, and thought the colonel 
should show his generosity. 
This the 


colonel did, and threw cff one half of the 
bill, "Now Mr, Landlord," said J. N., 
"never in my life did I allow a mun to 
exoel me in generosity, so I will throw 
off the other naif." 
At this he walked 


out, and the next time he was agueet at 
the Carter he was not naked to pay hia 
bill, He was always a great friend of the 
newspapers and there are few editors in 
the middle and western elates who did 
not know him. 
In his time he wrote 


more communications to editors, on pos- 
tal cards, thnn have yet been written 
about the World's Fair m the Chicago 
papers. It has been nearly a year since 
he made hie last visit to this city. His 
proper name was J. N. Free, aud hie 
home was at Canal Dover, Ohio. 
It is 


said that in early life he was an attorney 
ot considerable ability and enjoyed a 
good practice. He has a brother, now a 
lawyer, in Columbus, Ohio. 
Few ac- 


quaintances of the "Immortal J. N.," 
however, knew his surname, tut 
from 


Pittsbnrg to the Missouri river there was 
nn other man who was so widely known. 
He might walk into a hotel or newspaper 
oflice anywhere in all ttiat region, at nny 
hour, and he would almost certainly meet 
somebody who would promptly call him 
by name.

troduced witnesses who knew Daniel 
Benton from the time he was a child un- 
til he arrived at manhood; it WUB shown 
that Benton as a boy was. elllicted with 
the rioketts; that lie was not only a 
never-do-well, but a criminal, and served 
a term in the Tennessee Penitentiary: 
that during a period of Beveral years, 
about the cloee of the war, Benton was 
lost sight ol by those who knew him in 
the looality where he was raised, in Wil- 
liamson County, Tenn.; that it was after 
his reappearance there that he was ar- 
rested, convicted and sentenced to prison 
for horse stealing.

Another feet made 
apparent by the testimony of the Gov- 
ernment's witnesses is that Benlon, al- 
though a caiminal, WES dull-witted and 
never.regarded as a cunnicg or danger- 
ous man. 


An important thing for the govern- 


ment to do to make its case unassailable 
was to establish the faot that William 
Newby was Killed at Shiloh iu the battle 
of April G, 1H31.

They saw the body of B dead sol- 
dier which they thought was Newby'e. 


Tne defendant stands indicted for the 


crime of attempted fraud in impersonat- 
ing anotbar individual for the purpose of 
obtaining 820,000 of pension money from 
the United States government. This 
charge implies that the mnri indicted has 
the mental capacity to plan aud curry 
out the boldest scheme known in the an- 
nals of pension frauds. But the state's 
witnesses have sworn that Benton WBB 
neither bold nor shrewd. There hiisbeej 
no suggestion of conspiracy or that the 
defendant wne a tcol in the bunds of 
others to defraud the government. lie 
alone is charged with the crime.

"The political party in power cam* in 


on a statement of its principles formu- 
lated and promulgated at Chicago, where 
a gathering which represented a diversity 
of political beliefs nnd prejudices gave 
thia statement to the country as the plat- 
form of the Democratic party. It was 
announced to the country that the exist- 
ing system of tariff should be modified to 
the extent of a tariff for revenue only. 
On this bi>8iB the candidates of the party 
in power were oleotod. The enormous 
manufacturing interests wore of course 
duly impressed and business has been 
compelled to suit itself to the condition 
to which the Chicago platform would 
logically lead. It is impossible to sud- 
denly bridge over the wide chasm inter- 
vening between comparative free trade 
and the protective system under which 
the nation grew neb, without prolonged 
convulsions in trade. 
Great economic 


ohatiges do not adjua'.Bthemselvea with 
celerity, bonce, fearing changes, factories 
stop, workshops close and prices uhriuk. 
If the Chicago enunciation of principles 
is to be maintained, buBinees must pre- 
pare for a change. According to its 
principles, the government is pledged to 
reduce the tariff to the standard of tho 
Chicago convention. 
The business of 


the country cannot prosper under these 
circumstances. Distrust is widespread; 
everything languishes. The l.eterogeue- 
ons political elements that will meet at 
Washington in August will represent 
free trade and many theories contrary to 
business 
atabilitv. 
The conservative 


portion cf the country stands aghast 
at

legislation 


and are trimming sails to suit the 
weather. 
The outlook ia dark because it 


is diflioult to see how relief is to come. 
The distrust might be dispelled perhapp, 
bat how In one sense the situation is 
theatrical; excitement maybe calmed by 
a stroke of inspiration. A panic is aome- 
timeo averted by a band striking np a 
popular air jnat as the frightened crowd 
is about to rush and trample over one 
another. How can the present somewhat 
analagpus condition be changed .by sud- 
denly inspired confidence? The leaders 
of the party in power will scarcely ac- 
knowledge that its principles are mistak- 
en ones, that the Chicago platform was 
false and should be repudiated. 
I can 


see no Moees at present who will lead 
the business world out of its slough of 
despond." 


HERMAN;? LIEU, who was the first 


man, according to his own confession, to 
discover that U. 8.

Making a Boll ot Eopor. 


Judging from the suspension of some 


pensionere, the pension bureau has evi- 
dently forgotten that when it started out 
it declared its purpose to be to make the 
pension roll a roll of honor. Take as 
examples the suspension of the pension 
of Justice Charles Dean Long, of the 
Michigan supreme court, who, at the 
battle of Wilmington Tsland, Ga., lost 
his left arm and was also shot through 
the hips and abdomen, tho latter wound 
being in such condition that it has to be 
dressed twice daily. 


Alao the pension of 86 a month of 


Hiram Weeks, of Minneapolis, a veteran 
who served for four years and was en- 
gager! in forty battles, and now lies at 
the point of death from gangrene of the 
foot acd other complaints, some of which 
have been traced to exposure in the 
army, 


Also that of a veteran of the 28th New 


York Infantry, Charles O. Ingalls, who 
had a pension of 818 a month, and is in- 
sane from the effects of injuries received 
in 1802 at the battle of Cedar Mountain. 


Surely men of such records do not dis- 


honor the pension rolls. It looks a good 
deal as if the statement made eever&l 
days ago by some of our pension officials 
that the pension office was paying its 
way was correct. It is robbing worthy 
pensioners to pay a lot of pension office 
offioiale. 
It is well known to all soldiers 


who have proved up pension claims that 
so much was required of them that it ap- 
peared the government was trjing to 
prevent them from securing pensions in- 
stead of granting pensions, and yet the 
present administration seems to be pro- 
ceeding on the theory that pensions were 
thrust upon those now on the pension 
rolls, and that it is justifiable in suspend- 
ing pensions and asking the pensioner, 
now in the evening of hia life, to enter 
again upon the long weary road of fur- 
nishing further proof, which it is likely 
will never be quite sufficient. Thousands 
so suspended, in view of past trouble snd 
delays, will surely abandon- any thought 
of trying to again place themselves on a 
roll where they are not wanted. Many 
of them will be dead before they will be 
able to satisfy those now in power thbt 
they are entitled to restoration. 


Death of Colonel Mulligan. 


Twenty-nice years ago Monday Col. 


James A, Mulligan of the 23d Illinois 
infantry, while in command of the divi- 
sion to which his regiment was attached 
was mortally wounded. The battles in 
which hf> lost his life was fought at Win- 
chester nnd begun on the 23d dny of 
July, ISGi. The confederates were com- 
manded by Jnbal Early, and the federals 
by Gen. George Crook. Col. Mulligan 
fell into the hands of the enemy after be 
was wounded and lived long enough for 
his wife and two little daughters to puss 
through the lines and reach his eide jntt 
before heexpired on the2(Jtb, Oneof the 
brigades under Col. Mulligan thi.t day 
was commanded by Kutherford B. Hayes 
afterward President Hayes, and in that 
brigade were Stanley Matthews, after- 
ward a justice ot the supreme court and 
Mnj. WiUiam McKinley, the present 
Governor of Ohio. The campaign of 1864 
was in progress at the time of thia 
battle and just 
before 
it 
Colonel 


Mulligan had been asked by his party 
to get a leave of absence and come home 
and aid in ihe campaign.

WASHINGTON, July 2G,— The weekly 


crop report of the weather bureau 
states that the rainfall has been de- 
ficient throughout the northern states.
